Says Councilman ;Johnson, 
of the Finance Committee, 
Who Declares Certain Op- 
posing Councilmen Are 
Bound by Pledges. 


That opposition to the i%lo finance 
sheet was created long before the com- 
mittee went to work on the budget, 
and further, that the fight now being 
waged against the sheet is part of a 
political scheme and not a conscien- 
tious effort to improve the sheet, is 
the charge which members of the fi- 
nance committee today seeking 
subsiantiate. 

At.least two members of the general 
council and the aldermanic board are 
said to be opposing the sheet because 
they are bound by pledges and 
ises, according to Councilman Edwin 
Johnson. lie declared Tuesday that 
these members were approached 
and were asked members of the fi- 
nance committee if they be sat- 
isfied with the sheet if certain ward 
projects were provided for, and they 
declared that they would. 

Councilman Johnson says that 
these members were asked if 
would support the sheet in the 
the finance committee provided 
they wanted, they declared that 
could not and would abide by the 
amendment which was offered and 
which provides for an additional $56,- 
417 for new projects. 

Fight On Finarce Committee. 

Councilman Farlinger, chairman 
the committee, asserts that the opposl- 
tion to the sheet is a fight on the 
finance committee. Other members say

“I don’t think that some members of 
council would have been satisfied with 
any sheet made up by the committee,’ 
said Chairman Farlinger “The. fight, 
in my opinion, was bound to come.” 

Mayor Woodward said Tuesday tnat 
if opponents of the sheet are aiming 
at him they will fail to hit their mark. 
He explained that he does not propose
